The special train from Cairo, bearing the 
guests invited by the Corporation of Western 
Rgypt to assist at the opening of the Western 
Onsis Railway, arrived poncteally at 7 o'clock 
thie morning at Kbarga Junction where the 
new line leaves the State Railway Breakfaxt was 
served on the train, and the visitors then chang- 
ed trains and bearded the comfortable new 
carriages of the company, which are to bear 
them across the hitherto little known regions 
of the Lybian Desert. 

Kharga Junction is situated some four kilo- 
metres to the north of the market town of Par 
shut and about ¢ight from the better-known 
sugar centre of Nag Hamadi The line for the 
first four kilometres runs on one of the irriga- 
tion embankments of the Government, emerging 
into the open desert t & picturesque old 
horial ground at the village of Karnak, 
where the railway base of the company is situa- 
ted, and where the opening ceremony was per. 
firmed. The base station stands on the high 
ground, which borders the desert at this point, 
and the order!y arrangements of the white wash 
ed houses, the flag staffs upon which the Eo 
glish and Egyptian flags floated proudly side by 
side, suggest rather a Coast (Guard station at 
home than the base of construction for a new 
railway. 

The train drew up opposite to the bungalow 
ocenpied by Mr. William C Hornblower, the su 
perintendent of the railway,and bere the passen- 
gers alighted to witness the inanguration. After 
an inepection of the station had been made, H. 
EB. Pakbry Pasha,the Minister of Public Works, 
performed the ceremony by which the line was 
declared open for traffic. This inangural pro 
cedure took the form of the unlocking of a first 
class carriage with a silver key designed for the 
purpose, and which bore the inscription

and lies within a hundred yards of the rail- 
way. This ravine has been the main 
the Oasis for centuries, the remains of the 
Roman “Belass” or water jars being still in 
evidence on every hand, though it has 
found impossible to remove some of the perfect 
specimens which have been discovered, as, 
sand-driven to the thickness of « cigarette 
paper, they crumble away at the slightest 
touch. The profusion in which camel grass 
thrives in the Wadi was responsible for an at. 
tempt which was recently made to discover 
water by sinking a well. The idea was, however, 
abandoned alter excavation to a few metres 
depth had been made, as there was not a 
fuspicion of moisture visible in the soil It is 
bot ao uncommon sight to see gazelle browsing 
on this vegetation here, and jackals and the 
desert fox are numerous. 

At kilometre 80 there is ratber fine natural 
Sphiox standing to the left of the railway 
Looking at it in certain lights it bears a close 
resemblance to its more famous brother near 
Cairo 

A stiff grade of 1 in 45 at kMlometre 47 ends 
in @ cutting through a brilliant red shingle at 
what may be termed the top of the Wadi, 
althongh after a sharp descent on curving 
ewhankments for about balf a kilometre the 
line again takesan upward grade of 1 in 50 and 
the platean is reached 

A few kilometres forther on stands the first 
depot of the railway. All the material for 
the second portion of the line having been 
stacked at this point, and being conveved up 
to theadvancing railhead by an engine detailed 
for this purpose, the ground is fairly level at 
this point and is bleak and desolate enough, 
bat it gives asplendid idea of the desert, though 
to appreciate its hardships it should be seen 
in a sand storm. Still further onthe railway 
crosses a bed of lime stone, and bere the great 
difficulties attendant upon the construction 
work will be evident, for the necessary materia! 
tor the embankment was exceedingly hard to 
obtain, al] the earth in the vicinity of the road 
being for the most part composed of lime, and 
was useless for the purpose for which it was 
required, crumbling away to nothing as soon 
as any pressure was brought to bear upon it 

There are people who complain of the eternal 
sameness of the desert bat to any one who 
takes the trouble to study it in ita changing 
moods itis replete with life and colour eod 
one cantrevel mile after mile without once 
being wearved by any lack of vanety. 

And i' is so in this case, here you get a 
shimmering led of lime stone gleaming like a 
lake of silver iu the sunlight, and there the 
dark shadows of coutrast which are ever chang 
ing in their depth of colour, from brown to 
purple, from purple to black, and so op with a 
variety which is as infinite as the chenging 
colours of the sea 

At kilometre 92 the line passes within a few 
yards of an old Roman well. This point must 
have been at ope time a centre of some impor 
tance, probably as a watering station, fur the 
broken remains of lamps and beads and potter 
of the Roman period are still to be found in ite 
vicinity. The Corporation wisely determined to 
clear this well of the sand which bad drifted in 
since ita die-use, but it was found to end in a 
bed of solid rock, the soil which bad been found 
to be damp in places being practically free from 
moisture at the very bottom 

There are several rock cottings about this 
district, and these were the cause of an immen 
seamount of labour at the time when the 
formation embankment was being prepared. 
The rock was of conglomerated lime stone, and 
to increase the difficulties in the way of its re 
moval, it was found to be perforated with fis 
snes through which the powder used for blas 
ting escaped, leaving the heavier portions of 
the material practically untouched 

The piles of stones used as |and marks by the 
Bedouin caravans are visible from time to time 
from the railway, every caravan which passed 
was supposed to add to the heap of stones by at 
least one thus serving to diminish the possibi 
lities ot a future caravan betmg lost in the de 
sert 

When one is travelling in the comfort of a 
first class saloon one is apt to lose sight of the 
conditions which prevailed before such a mode 
of transit was possible, thee is no more eivili 
ting influence inthe wor! than a railway, while 
the presence of telepbone posts make it more 
than ever difhcult to imagine the appearance 
which this land must have borne before the line 
was laid.

DESCRIPTION OF THE LINE 


The village of Qara with its Coptic charch 
of many domes having been passed the line 
carves away from the Nile valley and cultiva 
tion is seen no more until the palms of the 
Oasis appear in sight. But a great part of the 
scenery throngh which the railway passes is 
fine in the extreme, as when at kilometre 26 
the road sweeps round on a curve nearly « 
kilometre long into the Wadi Sambud, which 
leads it to the main platean of the Lybian 
desert beyond This Wadi was undoubtedly « 
pateral water course in ancient days, the marks 
left by the action of the water upon the rocks 
which forms its sides being plainly vistble in 
places. It washere that the company tormed 


‘from the windows of o railway carriage, bot 


imagine this expanse of desert as it was with 
out the guiding track of rails and it will be 
realised of how great importance they were to 
the traveller 
At kilometre 142, the track of the railway 
leaves that which was followed by the camel 
caravans of former days, and at kilometre 147 
the descent into the valley of the Oasis begins 
The scarp is approached across the face of a 
plateau which rises above the surrounding 
depressions in the formation of the land, and 
which apparently stretcher away abead of the 
railways indefinitely. Therefore it is not until 
the decent is acteally commenced that one 
realizes that the narrow gorge through which 
the train is passing is io reality the entrance to 
the Ousie of Kharga, the great Oasis The next 
sixteen kilometres is one sharp descent with « 
maximum grade for a shortdistance, only. of 
about 1 in 40, carving round to avoid « jutting 
edge of rock, or passing through a cutting to 
aveid « precipice, the railway winds and curves 
through scenery which is magoificient in ite 
wildness, and appalling in ite desolation. Here 
again the fossilived rewains of abel) fish are 


moch in evidence, the land being in some 


their quarry for the stone supplied to the

order to avoid as far as posible the ever 
present difficulties which come with the drifted 
sand, a few hours wind being more than suffi. 
cient to render the passageof trein« unsafe. The 
company therefore wisely decided to increase 
the height of embankments where it was in any 
way feasible and so obviate the nedeasity of 
constantly employing gangs of men to clear 
away the driven sand from cuttings. 

At kilometre 151 the train passes cver o 
ravine of some thirty metres in depth, once 
apperently a water course ; thoagh the oldest 
resident of the Oasis cannot recall having seen 

| it ander any other conditions than its present 
one of extreme dryness. 

Towards the end of the scarp a huge sand 
dune covering a dyke of rock crosses the line 
of the railway, and it was decided to lead up 
to this by an embankment which pow takes 
the trains nearly up to the level of the higher 
land which surrounds the ravine, and at 
kilometre 168 the’ train emerges into open 
country once more, the open valley of the 
Oasis. This point marks the termination of all 
difficulties of construction, the land from here 
being practically level, and earth for the 
formation of such embankments as are neces 
sary, plentiful 

Trees appear plentifully scattered aboot the 
central part of the plain, and at length the 
date palms of Kharga itself, the capital of 
the Oasis, are seen dimly in the distance The 
line carves round to the headquarters of the 
asia, the site chosen being the one which was 
considered to be the most snitable for and 
central for the development of the land though 
some distance frm Kharga itself A few of 
the passengers who can be accomodated bere 
will alight for the night and the rest will 
proceed to the rail heed some few kilometres 
distant. 

With the opening of this railway to-day the 
Khbarga Oasis bas been placed within a run 
of about 19 hours of Cairo, and those alone who 
bave made the journey can adequatey ap 
preciate the difficulties which lay in the wa 
of its construction. The lime has been laid 
onder the superintendance of Mr. William C. 
Hornblower, who in ounjunction with Mr. 
J. L. Jones the Engineer in charge of cons 
truction is to be congratulated upon the 
suceess which has attended their efforts. ln the 
first place there was the material to be for- 
warded daily to the rail bead, apd the gangs 
employed upon construction to be kept sep 
plied with water and there were also the main. 
tenance gangs to be considered in this respect 
The scarp presen ted engineering difficulties of no 
mean nature bat the alignmeot chosen was un 
doubtedly the most surtable one which was to be 
foundand the ovostructional work could pot 
have been improved upon. Por the whole length 
of the line running is true and even, indeed 
quite exceptionally so for « narrow guage 
railway. The formation earth work was carried 
out by Messrs. Gasman and Dentemaro, 
engineers and contractors of 6 Sharia 
El Bovlac, Cairo, and this firm has added 
greatly to their already soond reputation for 
this class of work by the able manner in 
which they surmounted the innomerable diff- 
culties which beset them in the ish 
ment of the task allotted to them on this 
occasion. Even providing that labour was easy 
to procure, the work in the scarp was one 
which would tax any firm in its sccomplish- 
ment, but to add tothe difficulties of natare, 
it was extremely bard to obtain labourers to 
ondertake the work required of them, 

Mr. Hornblower was ably supported in his 
work by Mr T A. Amstrong and mech of the 
credit tor the work which has so successfully 
carned through, must be accorded to him. 

The superintendence of the mechanical work 
at the base devolved for the greater part of the 
time that the railway was ander constraction 
upon Mr. C. Saunders and upoa his retirement 
from the work in order to take up work nearer 
Csiro, Mr. Robson has carried on the depart
